Dedication of newambuiance siated for Aug. 14,2-4 p.m. 


August 14 marks an important day in the 
history of the Sierra Madre Emergency Medical 
Program in Sierra Madre. The new ambulance will 
be dedicated that day at 2:30 p.m. at the fire station 
located at 242 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 

Sierra Madreans and residents of surrounding 
communities are invited. 

The Emergency Medical program began in 
the early ’30s when the local fire department 
owned and operated a First Aid Truck which was 
built by firemen. Although this truck continued in 
operation for many years in this community, its 
most noted achievement was helping victims of the 
earthquake that hit the Long Beach area. 

The Police Department took over emergency 
first aid care during WWII, then in 1973, it 
became obvious that the Police cars could not 


carry enough equipment to do the first rate job of 
First Aid. 

To help close the gap, two members of the 
Volunteer Fire Department were enrolled in a 
class called Emergency Medical Technician training 
in Pasadena City College. In June, 1973, John 
Buchan and George Maurer graduated from that 
training, and two months later Fire Chief Charles 
Brown and Police Chief Tom Kendra set up a 
system for firemen who were trained in Emergency 
Medical procedures to respond to help the Sierra 
Madre Police Department. 

Gary Smith and William Maurer joined the 
emergency team a year later, and within another 
year, Robert Duer came aboard. 

In 1975, over 300 calls were answered by the 
EMTs, and the variety and depth of calls increased 


every week. The following year, Robert Spears 
joined the program when William Maurer moved 
out of town. 

In 1976 the Kiwanis Club realized that the 
station wagon was inadequate for the amount of 
equipment needed by the EMTs and they ap¬ 
proached the City Council to seek sanction to 
conduct a drive for funding to purchase a new 
vehicle. Under the direction of Kiwanian Sam 
Tesoro the group solicited over $20,000, and in 
August a new 1976 Stoner Ambulance was dedi¬ 
cated to the residents of Sierra Madre. 

In 1980, Chief Rich^ Probart qrged full use 
<if the ambulance and transportation of the sick 
to emergency hospitals began. Since that time the 
EMTs have averaged transporting more than 550 
persons a year. 


Since private ambulance services regularly 
replace their vehicles by the seventh anniversary, 
this year was tagged as “new ambulance year.” 

With the help of local banks and merchants, 
solicitation letters were mailed and within three 
weeks sufficient funds were collected to cover the 
$35,000-plus price tag for the new ambulance. 

The 1976 van will be modified somewhat and 
used as a back-up and stand-by unit to expand the 
capability in back-to-back calls. The units are now 
designated as Rescue 41 and Rescue 42, to be 
consistent with our mutual aid cities with whom 
we share radio frequency. 

Join the EMTs and other volunteer firemen, 
and other members of the community in saluting 
the new ambulance Aug. 14, 2-4 p.m. at the fire 
hall.

LIGHT SPIRITS 


Mary Tumilty cooks with a flair...

“With all of the talented cooks in this town, 
I can’t imagine why I was picked for this inter¬ 
view,” 

Mary Tumilty, modest, yet delightfully 
enthusiastic about her own culinary lifestyle, 
seemed genuinely curious as to why she was 
approached to talk about cooking. “I don’t even 
cook professionally, as a business, that is , , , 1 
just do it for my own pleasure and for the enjoy¬ 
ment of my friends.” 

A resident of Sierra Madre for 25 years, 
Mary, recipient of the city’s annual “Citizen 
of the Year” award for 1982, has been “city 
librarian” for the past 16 years and plans to 
retire next year. She lives alone, prepares three 
meals a day, and enjoys doing it. 

“I’ve always entertained,” explained Mary. 
“Cooking is my relaxation and recreation, but 
1 never cared to do it professionally ... I’m too 
lazy . . . professional catering is really work. 
Even home entertaining is work, but I love to do 
it. The secret of successful home entertaining is 
to make it appear effortless.” 

Her friends look forward to her monthly 
buffet dinners which often feature what she refers 
to as a “conversational menu.” 

“I believe in stimulating creativity in my 
guests through my own creativity, for example, 
my ‘build your own’ menus . . . such as tos- 
tadas and other international foods. I prepare 
the various ingredients, and my guests enjoy 
putting them together,” explained Mary. “Curry 
is a favorite of mine. So much can be created 
with the use of it.” 

She has replaced her former brunches 
(“brunches have become too ordinary”) with 
“tea parties.” At first her men guests wondered 
what these parties were all about, but doing it 
Mary’s way proved to be most enjoyable. 

“I serve three different sherries and six 
special teas in separate pots. Even the men have 
become fascinated with these events.” She con¬ 
tinued, “Food is a universal pleasure ... it ties 
people together. Like any creative expression, a 
person must enjoy cooking to do it well. Also, 
you have to enjoy people in order to entertain 
successfully.” 

Mary claims she never had “formal” cooking 
lessons until very recently, although her mother 
was a fine cook. However, of late she has learned 
much by attending classes presented by Terri 
Julio and Peggy Dark, a couple of women who, 
according to Mary, present the preparation of 
food with a most exciting and stimulating flair. 
As Mary puts it, “I go to these classes because 
one can always learn more.” 

The Sierra Madre librarian describes her main 


styles of cooking as “continental” and “plain,” 
but she prefers not to describe her style as 
“gourmet.” 

“Food is a ‘mood’ thing,” says Mary, 
“that’s why I really have no favorite. Also, one 
must think ‘seasonal’ when planning food. I 
personally adhere to formal recipes and cook 
books, I rarely cook ‘from memory.’ It takes 
experience, but you can learn to just look at a 
recipe and know if it is a good one. I believe in 
discarding bad recipes immediately.” 

Mary objects to the use of paper plates, 
plastic utensils and the like, “except for picnics. 

“If you can’t do it with taste and style, don’t 
do it at all. Serving at home should always be done 
with a flair. The presentation of food is so much 
a part of the enjoyment of it,” about this Mary 
is most adamant. 

“One thing that really bothers me is that so 
many of friends are afraid to have me over as a 
guest . . . you know, they feel intimidated. 
wish they wouldn’t. I .enjoy others' cooking . . . 
also good lestaurants.*^ 

When asked what overall effect her devotion 
to cooking has had on her life in general, Mary 
contentedly replied, “My interest in, and enjoy¬ 
ment of, cooking has definitely afforded me the 
pleasure of a fuller life and the making of new 
friends. Let’s face it, good food is the essence of 
life...” 

Mary, obviously, through her devotion to 
good food . . . and good friends . . . lives life 
to the fullest.

‘ place in European cuisine. 
In fact, saffron was so 
important an import 
from the Middle East 
that, in Venice, gateway 
to the Holy Lands for 
the many Crusaders who 
set off to cross the Medi¬ 
terranean by ship, an 
Office of Saffron was 
actually established. 

Exactly who brought 
saffron across the En¬ 
glish Channel to Britain 
is uncertain. The most 
likely source would have 
been Spain, however one 
legend dating from the 
14th century indicates 
that the very first saf¬ 
fron which reached En¬ 
gland was smuggled in by 
a returning pilgrim who 
concealed the spice, which 
he had filched, in his 
staff. 

However saffron ar¬ 
rived in England, once 
there it was widely cul¬ 
tivated, and had impor¬ 
tant commercial impact 
upon the areas in which 
it grew. One such town 
was Saffron Walden, 
in the county of Essex, 
whose coat of arms in¬ 
corporates the saffron 
flower into its design. 

Saffron was exceed¬ 
ingly popular in medieval 
and renaissance England, 
flavoring such dishes as 
Eggs with Tripe and 
Saffron, which was in¬ 
vented by a cook in the 
employ of King Richard 
III. 

Still popular are the 
golden saffron buns and 
cakes, originated in 
Cornwall, which have 
graced tea tables through¬ 
out England for centuries. 

Today, saffron is 
found in many Mediter¬ 
ranean dishes, most 
notably Bouillabaisse, a 
savory fish stew from 
Provence; Risotto alia 
Milanese, the classic rice 
dish of Northern Italy; 
and Spanish Paella Va¬ 
lencia, a colorful melange 
of saffron, rice, seafood, 
chicken and vegetables. 

It is also an important 
ingredient in many East¬ 
ern cuisines, particularly 
those of India, Iran and 
the Arab world and, 
more surprisingly, it is 
commonly used in the 
cooking of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Dutch, to flavor 
noodle dishes, soups, 
chicken preparations 
and cakes.
